Brown Swiss calves are the new ones 
added. Norman Barthel of Salem 
purchased 2 Holsteln heifers at 
Whitewater, WIb.; Clarence Gallger 
of Lake Villa bought a Brown Swiss 
calf near Waukesha, Wis.; Roland 
Glassman of Antioch and Harold 
Sheen, Salem, recently secured sever- 
al Brown SwIsb helferB from the 
Grant McCormack farm at Pontiac, 
111.; Kenneth Denman, Mlllburn, 
bought a Holsteln from Geo. White. 
Antioch; Robert Hughes got a Hol- 
steln from Mr. Elsbury. near Wauke- 
gan; Lloyd Barnstable bought 2 
GuemBey calves in McHenry county; 
and Lloyd Atwell, Lake Villa, got his 
Guernsey heifer In Racine county.

The de- 
fense stated that Vollva had no know- 
ledge of the contract and hence was 
not bound by it. 

Stahl showed that' he had sold the 
land to Mrs. Julia M. Baker of Chica- 
go for $100,000.

Great masses of hibiscus are. every- 
where showing a thousand tints and 
colors nnd combination of colors. I 
had never before seen such a variety 
of flowers and such a riot of color. 
And the sky was blue with soft white 
clouds drifting lazily across. it. and 
the air was only mildly worm, and 
out there was the ocean glistening in 
the sun and showing every opales- 
cent tint that Imagination could con- 
ceive of.

Year Old Company 

(Contlnuod from pngo one) 
1858, tho bounds of the company were 
extended to Antloch. Nowport, Avon. 
and Warren, with the exception of 
the Incorporation.-* of Antloch and 
HolneBVlUo. 

Tho' third' extension was at the an- 
nual meeting on June 1, 1861. Thl& ex- 
tension added the town of Goodalo or 
Goodel. In looking up the history of 
tho county, we And that Grant town 
ship was formerly called Goodalo. 
This' was named after a man named 
Goodalo, who promised to give a site 
for a town hall. This ho novor did, 
and a few years afterwards ho moved 
entirely oiit of tho county. In 18G7 
tho name of the township .was chang- 
ed to Grant, In honor of General U. 8. 
Grant. 

The fourth extension of territory of 
the Millburn Insurance company was. 
made on June 3rd, 1865, at tho an- 
nual meeting of the company, when 
the bounds were extended to coincide 
with* tho County lines, except in in- 
corporated villages and towns. 

The • charter was received on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1865, and was signed by 
Governor R. I. Oglesby, Allen C. Full*' 
e*, Speaker of the House, of Repre- 
sentatives, and Wlliiam Brofls,' Speak- 
er of the. Senate. 

T?he first printed policy was Issued 
on August 1, 1865, to 0. P. Rose In 
Warren, for a coverage of $850.00. 
This property Is located where Elmer 
Rose now lives. The policy was 
signed by R. W. Minto, Secretary and 
H. Whitney, President. Henry W. 
Boyco was the agent Tho limit for 
one risk at that time was $1,200.00 
and the buildings had to be within 50 
feet of each other. The limit today 
is : $16,000.00 to dne risk and the 
buildings can be 100 feet apart. 

On December 10th. 1870, It was vot- 
od to hold all annual meetings at Mill- 
burn on the first Saturday after the 
first Monday in January of each year. 
During this early period tho. of fle- 
ers and directors were allowed two 
dollars per day. On January 8th, 
' 1876, It waa voted to allow tho offic- 
ers $1.00 extra when necessary to use 
a horse and buggy. 

The company has six and ono-haU 
million dollars' worth of insurance in 
force with about eighteen hundred 
policy holders. 

- The Millburn Mutual Insurance 
company never has had a law suit. 
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All Ioshos havo always been nettled 
satisfactorily and promptly. 

On January 9, 1892, John Thaln was 
elected secretary and served for 24 
years, or until 1916. In 1922 he was 
elected president and served until his 
death In March 1928. Mr. Thaln gave 
' over thirty years of his life in serving 
his company. After his death Leslie 
Donner was elected president and Is 
still serving In that capacity. 

After Mr. Thaln had served twenty- 
four years as secretary, J. S. Den- 
man was elected secretary In 1910 
and ho has served continuously since 
then.

WAR CHANGES CONDITIONS

Information concerning tho com- 
parison of tho conditions existing in 
Germany today with those which pre- 
vailed there prior to tho World War 
bucIi aa never could bo so effective- 
ly learned through tho medium of the 
textbook' was given Antloch High 
school students and teachers when 
they wore addressed by Hans Von 
Holdwede, an ox-3brvlco man who 
spent tho first 25 years of his life lu 
that country, Monday afternoon. 

Emphasizing tho offoct that war had 
on tho naval power of Germany, tho 
speaker said that procodlng It she 
had innumerable Ships, while follow- 
ing It she didn't own a Blnglo one 
which could bo sailed on a body of 
water larger than Fox t»ako. 

From 1914 to 1923 there was prac- 
tically no construction carrlod on and 
the mark had droppod so much In 
value that it took thousands to buy 
even a pound of qntter. As soon aa 
tho laboring man got his check, he 
immediately went to tho bank to get 
it caBhed for fear that he might lose 
out if he kept longer. Hans told the 
story of one woman who, through 
force of habit, said she was about a 
thousand years when asked how old 
she was. 

Over Emphasizing Athletics 
Influenced by the American and 
English athletic enthusiasm, Germany 
is now building gymnasium after 
gymnasium and is also teaching her 
young peoplo the running games 
such as we have In our own country. 
Due to the fact that Germany today 
is poor financially these buildings 
are all being paid for with American 
money; almost every little town has 
taken out a bond Issue for tho pur- 
pose of Improving its physical educa- 
tion status. When asked what kind 
of Bports are provided for women, he 
replied that the only exercise they 
get is washing dishes, scrubbing 
floors, and performing other house- 
hold duties. 

School System Interesting 
During the spring. Bummer, and 
fall, school starts at 7 in the morning 
and closes at 6 at night, and in the 
winter time it begins one hour later 
in the morning. Pupils and students 
there do not have the opportunity to 
enjoy a summer vacation; they do. 
however, have a short porlod of 
leisure at the time of each holiday. 
Girls seldom go to school after they 
have finished the eighth grade and if 
they do they usually enroll In a home 
economics institution with the 
thought of training themselves to be 
efficient homemakors. A plan of pro- 
cedure known as the Stlpendlum sys- 
tem is in operation In all the schools 
of Germany. Begiunlngwlth the eighth 
crade and continuing through high 
school, normal school, and unlversty. 
ir> of the best students from the 
standpoint of scholarship are selected 
and given a sum of money (stipend-

He 
said that when they got out of the 
restaurant, they had quieted the 
man and he had started north on 
Jefferson avenue while they were 
returning to Steuber's Chevrolet car 
which was parked on Washington 
street. Ludlow said that when the 
was half a block away from 
them, he turned and fired two shots 
and Steuber dropped dead. Ludlow 
started to run but dropped to the 
snow when a shot whistled over his 
head. 

From a description given by Lud- 
low, Bergman, the waiter, J. Casey, 
of 313 Julian street, ticket agent nr 
the North Shore station, and a man 
named Warner, a baggage man at the 
Btatlon, police pictured Klarkowskl 
and went to his home at 1531 Monroe 
street. The place was lighted up and 
they entered.

THE world's two most Important 
and best known bodies of wa- 
ter that He below sea level are 
the Dead sen and the Caspian 
sen. The Dead sea Is really a gigantic 
sinkhole. In no other continent Is 
there such a deep depression In the 
earth's crust; nor will one And greater 
desolation or more uncomfortable con* 
dltlons for man and most other liv- 
ing things even In the hearts of the 
greatest deserts. 

The Hebrew Bcrlptures have thrown 
■n atmosphere of tragedy about this 
country. There, tho chronicle states, 
were situated the wicked cities of 
Sodom snd Gomorrah, destroyed by 
the wrath of Jehovah; and there the 
modern reader sees the blasted region, 
seared by unbearable heat, with Its 
bitter death dealing waters, to; prove 
the story to his satisfaction. 

According to tho Biblical narrative 
the Jordan valley and tho plain near 
Its mouth on the shores of the Dead 
sea whore the destroyed cities lay 
shared the early good fortune of tho 
Promised Land Itself and "flowed with 
milk and honey." nut an end was put 
to this pleasant condition by tho rain 
of brimstone and fire. 

The story of tho region deciphered 
from Its rocks by .geologists begins 
much earlier than the days of the pa- 
triarchs whose actions aro recorded 
In the Bible. This record seems to In- 
dicate that Palestine and the whole 
western end. of Arabia rose from tho 
sen a million or more years ago In 
what the gcololglsts term the Tertiary 
era. Shortly after the rise. It seems, 
a great slice of the land parallel to 
tho coast of tho Mediterranean sank 
to great depth, forming the huge rift 
valley, "the .Ghor." now occupied by 
the Jordan rlcer and the Dead boo. 

It Is not clear whether there was a 
connecting channel between the Medi- 
terranean nnd the great valley; but a 
well defined ancient beach Indlcntes 
that In those remote times tho great 
depression held a sea or lake at about 
the same level as that of the Mediter- 
ranean. The Jordan did not then ex- 
ist; Its entire valley as* well as tho sen 
of Gallllee was swallowed up In tho 
parent of the Dead sea, which was 
some 200 miles long nnd 10 to 15 miles 
wide. 

Dead Sea Hns No Outlet. 
It Is believed that tho 'climate of 
Palestine In remote times was moist 
and that the great Inland lake was for 
a while kept at its highest point 
When drier conditions set In the Inke 
began to shrink, .eventually retreating 
into the present position of tho Dead 
ecu and exposing the valley now oc- 
cupied by the Jordan. This Is prac- 
tically the only large river In tho 
world which flows In a valley ready- 
made for It almost from sourco to 
mouth. 

Tho Dead sea depression having no 
outlet, nil the salts contained In tho 
large original Inland sea were retained 
when evaporation reduced tho volume 
of the body of water to Its present di- 
mensions. In addition, for hundreds of 
thousands of years tho Jordan and the 
other streams and torrents that flow 
from the desert hills Into the basin 
have been carrying in additional salts 
antll now the waters of tho Dead 
sea constitute one of tho most high- 
ly concentrated natural brines In 
existence. It Is estimated that on the 
average some six million tons of wa- 
ter flow Into the Dead sea dally, and 
since the level of tho sea changes but 
little, an equal amount Is pumped out 
dally by evaporation. 

The present Dead sea Is 47 miles 
long and about 10 miles wide. Its 
surface' lies approximately 1,300 feet 
lower than sea level and at Its deepest 
point Its bottom lies another 1,800 feet 
down. This great rift In the earth's 
crust, therefore, lies 2,000 feet below, 
•sea level and Is tho deepest hole In 
the land anywhere In tho world. Be- 
cause of the Intense heat and dryness 
and the presenco everywhere of salt 
the land Immediately about the Dead 
sea is n region of desolation. 

Becauso tho Intense heat and pres- 
sure often prove fatal to others than 
the few hapless Arab nomnds that 
manage to survive In the region, thjs 
area hns until recently not been In- 
tens! vely studied by. scientists. It was 
at first thought that there is no evi- 
dence of recent volcanic action and 
that tho traditional .destruction of tho 
cities by a rain of flro and brimstone 
mby have referred to. the explosion of 
pockets of crude petroleum. A scien- 



tist who visited the region In 1000, 
however, reported a small extinct vol- 
cano near the northeastern corner of 
tho Dead sea near the reputed site of 
Sodom and concluded that a shower 
of OBhes from this vent may have 
caused the catastrophe so vividly de- 
scribed In Genesis. 

Caspian Sea la a Puzzle. 
The Caspian sea was thought, In 
the earliest periods of recorded time, 
to bo part of the great "stream of 
ocean** , surrounding the hnbltable 
earth. Herodotus, the Greek Baedek- 
er, mentions a visit to it In 458 B. &. 
when It was an even greater mystery 
than today, for then no one knew Its 
extent 

Some authorities claim that the Cas- 
pian had Its origin In a great Inland 
sea, an Asiatic* Mediterranean, with 
nn outlet to tho Arctic ocean. In 
support of the Arctic outlet It Is point- 
ed out that seals are still hunted In 
the Cnsplnn and there are other forms 
of life which show evidence of Arctic 
nncestry. It Is nrgued that the. Cas- 
pian owes Its .present size to climatic 
changes nnd evaporation. That the 
sea has reached other levels Is evident 
by' the number of terraces that can be 
seen back from the const However, 
to complicate matters, the weak de- 
velopment of tho terraces Indicates 
that the sea did not stand at any ono 
level for a long time. Walls and cities 
hnve been found In many sections un- 
derneath the surface, an Indication 
that the level of the water was even 
lower at one perlou" than It Is now. 

Shifting 'shore lines are not the only 
eccentricities of tho Cnsplnn. Al- 
though .85 feet below tho level of Its 
neighbor, the Black sea, and with no 
known or possible outlet, tho Caspian 
Is less than half as salty. It is only 
three-eighths ns salty as the ocean. 
Furthermore, the northern part, which 
receives large quantities of fresh wa- 
ter from the Volga, Ural and Terek 
rivers. Is so slightly salty the water la 
quite drinkable. 

The Black sea, with approximately 
an equal surface nnd almost tho same 
climatic conditions, not only retains a 
constant level but is continually dis- 
charging nt the Dardanelles. Yet the 
volume of water poured Into the Black 
sea Is not nenrly so great as that 
which the Caspian receives. 'The Vol- 
ga, alone, drains nlmost half a million 
square miles Into the Caspian. 

No other inland body of water Is 
so richly stocked with fish, nor has as 
wide a range of species. The Caspian 
presents nn Intermingling of salt and 
fresh: water forms. Before tho World 
war tho .annual catch. Including the 
Benls of Krnsnovodsk bny, was valued 
at more than five million dollars. 

With nn area equal to that of the 
state of California, or more than all 
the Great Lakes combined, the Cns- 
plnn sea today occupies tho deepest 
part of a great depression situated to 
the west and south of the Ural moun- 
tains. The northern or fresh water 
half Is shallow, nowhere reaching a 
depth, of more than 118 feet The 
southern half, however, Is cut by two 
deep depressions nnd soundings have 
reached . 3,000 feet 

Coastal Strip Is Narrow. 
Both the north and the east coasts 
are flat and hard to approach. Cau- 
casus mountains on tho west and the 
El bum on the southern, or Persian, 
shore are. close to the sea and leavo 
only a narrow coastal strip. On this 
strip aro most of the Important cities 
of the region. Taken as a whole tho 
Caspian Is not nn attractive body of 
water. Its shores are as barren as the 
granite . boulders of its bordering 
mountains. As there Is no fresh wa- 
ter above or below tho surface of the 
ground near tho southern coasts, the 
Inhabitants must bring drinking water 
from long distances or condense sea 
water. Ono of tho distinguishing fea- 
tures of towns along this part of the 
Caspian sen Is tho floating condenser 
plant, usually some worn-out steamer 
or snlllng vessel. Sometimes the wa- 
tor Is plpod ashore, sometimes It Is 
carried in tank barges and then ped- 
dled around the streets, as Is milk In 
other cities. 

Baku, tho capital of the Soviet re- 
public of Azerbaijan, Is the largest 
city on tho sea and 'the center of a 
prosperous, busy oil region. Its sur- 
roundings are like those of the nitrate 
towns, along tho const of 'Chile, only, 
tho settlements ore more numerous 
; nnd better built Before the war Baku 
was ono of the most Important cities 
In the Itusslanyemplre, 
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"Nothing but a Cold." 

AFATIir.lt of a family of six, tho 
youngest of whom was three 
years old. came home^from work with 
n well developed cold. Being nn af- 
fectionate individual he kissed his wife 
and nil the children, making a par- 
ticular fuss over the wee one. That 
was on Friday. Ten clays later I he 
baby was dead. The rest of the fami- 
ly; excepting one, had colds. That 
ono had pneumonia. 

It takes experiences like this to 
make one realize that "nothing but 
a cold" may Indeed be very much 
something. "1 didn't think that any- 
thing so common ns a cold could possi- 
bly do any dnmagc," lamented the fa- 
thor In tiie above ense. And In bo 
saying, he voiced the opinion of count- 
less thousands who hnve little else 
than contempt for this ever present 
nnd universal affliction. 

Nevertheless, colds deserve more 
than contempt And not getting It. 
they frequently hit bnck. Indeed, it 
has been conservatively estimated' 
that millions of hours nnd millions of 
dollars In wages are annually lost be- 
cause of the public's lock of respect 
for a cold. And what Is worse, the 
pneumonlu fatalities traceable to un- 
attended colds are almost staggering 
In number. Considered from all view- 
points, the common cold 1b In reality a 
very formidable ndversnry. 

Unlike the many other maladies that 
lend themselves to official control, 
colds need to have little fear from 
thnt source. Not that health depart- 
ments are disinterested. On the con- 
trary, they are extremely concerned. 
Only they arc helpless. Which means 
thnt the Individual Is the only person 
who cun effectively do nny thing about 
this most Important disease problem. 
Happily the observance of a few sim- 
ple rules will materially diminish the 
cold's present power. 

It must he understood thnt this type 
of Infection is contagious Therefore, 
anyone who Is thus afflicted and falls 
to cough and sneeze Into his hnmlker- 
chief is decidedly nnd most selfishly 
negligent. Then again. It Is merely 
fundamental common sense to reduce 
Intimate personal contacts to a mini- 
mum, when In this condition. 

•With eating utensils kept to one's 
self and not used to help feed the 
baby, and with reasonable personnl 
aloofness practiced In the home, mil- 
lions of secondary Infections thnt 
mnnlfest themselves In families could 
be eliminated. Take this for a cold 
fact And act upon It tho next time 
you nro suffering with "nothing but 
a cold." 
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The Sun Can Hurt 

IN SPITES of repented warnings many 
* thousands of foolish people still 
conclude that one ran suddeuly ex- 
pose the tender skin to a summer's 
dny dose of torrid sun nnd remain 
hnppy. Well, It simply cannot be done. 

One. must admit that It Is great 
sport to Jump, out of a city ofllce or 
home Into tlie briny deep. But It must 
be us rendll; conceded that to Insult 
nature by exposing one's delicate epi- 
dermis to the sun's rays until pain- 
fully blistered, Is carrying one's, en- 
thusiasm beyond a reasonable length. 

With the present sun fad so ex- 
tremely and Justly popular, It Is prob- 
ubly excusable for many unthinking 
persons to Imagine that one has but 
to stand half naked In the sun's path 
nnd derive untold benefit But the 
sun does not work that way. 

While It Is quite true that In tuber- 
culosis and rickets and some skin dis- 
eases the direct rays of the sun have 
. dellnlle healing value, that fact does 
not Justify nny normal person In ar- 
guing that he will be Immeasurably 
lamented by putting the sun violently 
nnd burnlngly to work on his short 
fourlcen-dny sojourn. Such an atti- 
tude Is extremely silly. 

A? a matter of common sense the 
sun, even nt Its best should occupy 
but a small part of the vacation pro- 
gram. New acquaintances, change of 
scene, outdoor ulr, reasonable eating 
and snfllclen' rest, are the main fac- 
tors to he considered If a maximum 
of benefit Is to be derived from the 
annual visit. to mountain, lake or sea. 

Be a sun faddist If you will. But 
don't be a burnt one. Remember, the 
sun enn hurt
